WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama, at the Regular Session 
1949, ordered an election to be held 
by the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama upon a certain 
proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama, which said 
Amendment is herein set out, and 
ordered that said election be held 
on the first Tuesday after the ex- 
piration of three months from and 
after the final adjournment of the 
session of the Legislature at, which 
the amendment was proposed; and 


WHEREAS, the first Tuesday 
after the expiration of three 
months from and after the final ad- 
ournment of the session of the 
egislature at which such amend- 
ment was proposed will be and 
occur on esday, December 13, 
1949; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the act sub- 
mitting the amendment, to be given 
by a proclamation of the Governor 
to be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama once a week 
for four successive weeks next pre- 
ceding the said 13th day of Decem- 
ber, 1949: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, James &. 
Folsom, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 13th day of December 
1949, an election will be held at 
the several polling places within 
the State of Alabama, in the man- 
ner and form provided by law, 
upon the following proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama of 1901: 


“(a) Notwithstanding anything 


contained in the Constitution of 
the State of Alabama, or any 
amendment thereto heretofore 
adopted, the Gbvernor shall from 
time to time issue negotiable in- 
terest bearing bonds fof the pur- 
poses and in the manner and sub- 
ject to the limitations stated in this 
amendment. The bonds shall be 


the general obligation of the State 
of Alabama and the full faith and 
credit and taxing power of the 
State are hereby pledged to the 
punctual payment of the bonds and 
the interest thereon. The aggre- 
gate principal amount of all bonds 
issued hereunder shall not exceed 
two million dollars ($2,000,000) and 
they shall mature within ten years 
from the date of issuance. 

“The proceeds from the sale of 
such bonds are hereby appropriated 
and shall be used solely for the 
construction of hospitals and hos- 
pital facilities pursuant to Act No. 
211, S. 107, approved July 7, 1945 
(General Acts of Alabama, 1945, 
page 330), or any act supplemental 
thereto or amendatory thereof; 
provided, that the funds- appropri- 
ated hereby shall be used only for 
the construction of hospitals, 
clinics, or health centers under con- 
tracts which have been or are let 
@ on or after May 1, 1949, and that 
the funds shall be used to match 
federal funds available for hos- 
pital, clinic or health center pur- 
poses, and that the local govern- 
ments in the area where each hos- 
pital, clinic or health center is to 
be built shall contribute at least as 
much money for the construction 
as does the State; and provided 
further that the State shall not con- 
tribute more than three hundred 
fifty thousand dollars ($350,000) to 
the construction of any one hos- 
pital, clinic or health center. 


“In determining where a hospital, 
clinic or health center to be con- 
structed with the funds appropriated 
herein shall be located, first con- 
sideration shall be given to com- 
munities which have no hospital, 
clinic or health center facilities.

heretofore or hereafter enacted by 
the Legislature. When a public 
corporation shall be so designated, 
the proceeds of said tax thereafter 
collected shall be paid over to it 
and shall be used by it for any one 
or more of the purposes for which 
the tax shall have been voted; 
provided, that payment of the pro- 
ceeds of said tax to said public 
corporation shall be made only to 
such extent as will not result in 
the impairment of the obligation 
of any contract theretofore made 
with respect to said tax. Said pub- 
lic corporation may anticipate the 
proce s from said tax so required 
to be paid to it by issuing, for any 
one or more of the purposes for 
which the tax shall have been 
voted, the bonds, warrants, or cer- 
tificates of indebtedness of said 
public corporation, and may pledge 
for the payment of the principal 
thereof and interest thereon not 
exceeding 75% of the annual pro- 
ceeeds from said tax so paid to it. 


“Each county in which the tax 
shall be voted and in the event a 
public corporation shall have been 
designated as the agency of such 
county pursuant to the provisions 
hereof then said public corporation,

At the State Breeders sale in Andalusia 
in late September Mr. Spurlin entered the 
prize winning and top selling boar, an eight 
month old Duroc that weighed 800 pounds 
and sold for $120.00 

Mr, Spurlin carried two of his gilts to 
the regional hog show in Monroeville Octo- 
ber 27. One of his hogs was judged grand , 
champion gilt of the show, and the boar he 
sold in Andalusia was grand champion boar. | 
His gilt won three prizes on her way to the 
top: champion of her class, champion of her | 
breed and champion of the show. | 

This show included approximately 200 
entries from 15 counties. Mr. Spurlin says 
the fact that hogs he had raised won grand 
champion for both male and female is suf- 
ficient proof that good hogs can be grown as 
successfully in Coffee County as anywhere 
else. He was offered a fancy price for his 
gilts, but refused to sell, holding them as 
breeding stock, 

Mr. Spurlin says he does not, as yet, 
raise meat hogs for market, He has too, 
much demand for pigs, and sells them for | 
twenty dollars each at weaning time. This | 
is a more lucrative business at this time | 
than raising hogs for market. When this 
demand for small pigs plays out, however, 
he can raise pork from his purebreds much 
more profitably than the usual run of hogs.

In other words, farm- 
ers who combine, as many, cot- 
ton and peanuts with dairyng 
and hogs, or cotton and peanuts 
with beef cattle and hogs, cotton 
and peanuts with poultry, can 
better utilize the acres taken out 
of cotton and peanut production 
as well as the idle land or non- 
producing land now in farm. 

A balanced combination using 
all the land and making effect- 
ive use of farm labor the year 
round will make higher incomes 
‘per farm family than farms of 
labout the same size that depend 
‘on cotton and peanuts alone.
